District No. 1.

This school was quite 
a profitable one. The teacher labored hard to make it 
such. 


Districr No. 9. 


’ Mrs. L. A. Slack, teacher first term. Mrs. Slack tried 
to make the school a success, but failed. Owing to poor 
health and not having taught for some time previous, are 
perhaps some of the reasons why the school resulted as it 
did. The other two terms were taught by Miss Mary C. 
Colby. Your committee regard her as a most excellent 
teacher. The closing examinations were of a very inter- 
esting character. 1t is hoped she may be invited to con- 
tinue her services in town. 


District No. 10. 
First term, Miss Sarah E. Clough, teacher. This school 
prospered to a good degree under Miss Clough. Parents 


and others showed interest in witnessing the closing ex 
amination, which was not of any ordinary character, bu 
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expressive of great pains-taking on the part of the teacher 
Second term was taught by Miss Nellie M. Eaton. Good 
order seemed to be one of the characteristics of this term 
of school, and the final results were quite satisfactory. 


District No. 11. 


Teacher, Miss Phebe M. Fellows. This was her first 
trial at teaching, yet with very good success. 


District No. 12. 


Miss S. F. Huntoon, teacher. Miss Huntoon labored 
untiringly for the wellfare of her scholars, and much ben- 
efit: we think was derived by them from the effort made. 


District No. 138. 


Miss Hattie O. Sargent, teacher first term. Knowing 
that this was her first effort at teaching, we could not ex- 
pect anything extraordinary, yet we consider the effort 
and its results very good. Mrs. L. A. Slack, teacher the 
second term. Being absent at the close of this term, 
your committee is unable to report the progess made, but 
trust it was satisfactory to the district. 


District No. 14. 


Miss 8. Frank Barnard, teacher. There were but few 
scholars in this school, but judging from the closing ex- 
amination it was a success. 


The schools in town have been generally prosperous 
No serious difficulty has taken place. Good feeling in 
most of the schools has been manifested between scholars 
and teachers. Some of the schools have been largely 
visited by parents and others. We would encourage all 
such acts, and hope it may soon become a more general 
feature in all our schools. We would call the attention 
of prudential committees to the matter of hiring teachers 
that something besides a certificate from the superintend- 
ing committee is necessary to make a good teacher. One 
may be able to pass an examination and answer the usual 
questions, and yet fail to be a successful teacher. I would 
be careful in employing strangers without a recommend 
from those who know them as regards their moral char- 
acter.
